Buclianan',s  inditsLry  is 
incredible.  He  ha.s,  during  his  term  of  ollice 
here,  made  himself  niasLer  of  the  stale 
of  the  countrv  in  a  wav  which  leaves  in 
the  slnitle  the  knowle'dge  of  Argentina 
possessed  by  men  who  have  spent  all  Lheir 
lives  on  this  side  of  tlie  I'late.  liverything 
connected  with  our  raw  material  has  been 
.studied  by  this  easy-going,  modest,  genial 
American  minister,  and  he  has  made  it  his 
bu.siness  to  examine  every  process  bv  which 
our  wool,  hides,  grain  and  other  chici*^  articles 
<i  our  export  are  produced,  garnered,  .sold, 
haled  or  cleaned,  and  placed  on  board  ship. 
The  reserve  imposed  upon  hiin  bjr  the  UiUure 
of  his  oihce  lias,  of  conrse,  obliged  liini  In 
keep  silent  regarding  the  new  American'  tariff 
on  Argentine  wools  ;  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
he  has  done  his  best  to  show  American  states- 
men their  error,  and  that  lie  may  i)e  counted 
tipon  to  advocate  the  abolition  of  these  pro- 
hiliitive  imposts.  When  the  cHijlomatic 
Instory  of  the  present  year  conies  to  be  written 
it  will,  we  fancy,  Ije  seen  that  it  was  due  to 
JMinister  Buchanan  that  the  .duties  were  not 
raised  by  our  congress  on  pine  ;  and  that  the 
ab.siird  tax  on  kerosene  was  not  still  more 
absurdly  unjust.  In  a  democratic,  matter-of- 
fact,  gentlemanly  way  Jlr.  Jiuchanaii  has  done 
his  duty  as  few  Ameri^.-in  inini.iters  have  donj 
it;  and  he  has  won  golden  opinions  from  all 
who  have  been  privileged  to  see  the  breadth 
of  his  sympftthies,  the  rectitude  of  liis  princi- 
ples, and  the  strength  of  his  understanding. 
He  is  scarcely  yet  in  the  prime  of  life  and 
there  is  a  bright  future  before  \\\-m.—SoHihent 
Cross,  Buenos  Aires,  Jan.  2H.

The  arrival  of  Professor  Saiiarelli  iu 
Sao  Paulo,  where  he  proposes  to  submit 
his  discovery  to  a  practical  test,  will 
jiow  enable  us  to  know  whether  he  has 
really  discovered  an  antidote  for  yellow 
fever.  Should  it  be  proved  that  his 
H  serum  »  affords  protection  against  this 
dreadful  disease,  he  will  have  the  grati- 
tude of  a  great  part  of  the  inhabited 
world.  Few  diseases  are  more  dreaded, 
and  few  have  caused  so  much  niatei'ial 
harm.  Both  coasts  of  tropical  Soutli 
America,  Central  America,  the  West  In- 
dies, Mexico  and  the  southern  coasts  of 
the  United  Statesare  ravaged  periodically 
by  this  terrible  fever,  and  not  only  witii 
a  fearful  loss  of  life,  but  also  with  cunr- 
iiious  prejudices  to  coininercc.  As  the 
disease  is  chiefly  foiuid  along  the  coa.st. 
the  commercial  ports  of  the  tropics 
naturally  suffer  most,  and  thi.s  affects 
the  conunerce  of  the  whole  world. 
While  we  are  not  incHnetl  to  displ;i\' 
eutluisiasm  over  mere  !aborati>r>-  results 
:md  first  annouiiccmeut.'^,  we  are  read\" 
to  accord  the  fullest  credit  to  Professor 
Sanarelli  for  his  investigations  and 
discoveries.  We  shall  certainl)-  give 
him  all  credit  for  the  discovery,  slu)nUl 
it  be  proved  beyond  all  doubt  that  the 
('  serum  »  prepared  by  him  is  a  real  pro- 
tection against  yellow  fever.  Let  us 
then  have  a  detailed  report  of  his 
experiments,  and  let  nothing  Ijc 
concealed. 


Tiip;  long  expected  eotip  in  Uruguay 
has  at  last  come  off,  Vice-Presi'deiit 
Cuestas  making  him.self  dictator  by  dis- 
-solving  the  national  congress  oii  the 
evening  of  the  lothin.sl.  This  adds 
one  more  .shameful  page  lo  the  historv 
of  self-government  iu  South  America. 
It  may  be  that  Cncst;ts  iuid  no  other 
recouise,  it  may  be  that  the  Uruguay;in 
congress  deserves  thisexinil.sion,  it  may 
in  fact  lie  the  very  best  thing  tiiat  could 
be  done  at  this  time;  but  still  the  fact 
remains  that  the  laws  have  been  viol- 
ated and  that  dictatorial  methods  have 
usurped  the  direction  t)f  political  affairs 
in  that  country.  In  view  of  these 
freqttent  revolutions  and  usurpations, 
we  are  led  to  beheve  that  self-govefo- 
ment  in  Uatiii  America  is  still  an  inipus- 
-sibility.  In  most  cases  it  is  a  dishearten- 
ing farce,  a  political  chaos,  or  a  bloody 
tyranny,  sometimes  a  laughable  comedy 
and  then  an  appalling  tragedy.    Uuder 


.such  conditions  the  one  man  jiower 
seems  to  be  the  only  one  capable  of 
good  results,  It  would  be  considered 
treason  to  mention  a  niouarcliy  in  tliis 
connection,  so  we  take  its  re])nhlican 
substitute,  the  dictatorship,  and  pin 
our  faith  to  that.  In  reality,  it  is  the 
only  form  of  government  which  can 
insure  peace  and  good  order,  protect 
commerce  and  encourage  industrial  en- 
terprise if  it  is  a  mercenary,  cruel 
dictatorship,  then  harm  must  follow  ; 
hut  if  it  is  an  intelligent  and  patriotic 
on:;,  like  that  of  Diaz,  in  Mexico,  then 
prospjiit)'  comes  and  the  people  are 
content.  Wliat  the  re.snU  is  to  be  iu 
Urngua\',  no  one  can  tell.  Cuestas 
made  a  good  beginning  after  Borda's 
death,  and  he  has  the  confidence  of  the 
business  classes.  He  has  overthrown 
a  small  ],)art  of  the  corruption  which 
flourished  in  Montevideo,  and  be  jirom- 
i.scs  to  do  -Still  more.  If  he  accomplishes 
only  tliis,  history  will  find  justificatit)!! 
for  his  coup.  But  he  will  need  a  firm 
baud  as  well  as  a  just  sjiirit,  or  his  best 
intentit)us  will  miscarry.  It  Is  dillicult 
to  govern  justly  in  a  country  where 
almost  every  public  man  is  mercenar}-, 
and  where  corruption  invades  every 
public  service. 

Wiv  have  repeatedly  called  attention 
to  the  mistake  of  peruiitling  officials  to 
interpret  laws  and  to  levy  taxes  or  fines 
to  suit  their  own  ideas.  The  .same 
restriction  slioukl  also  be  imposed  upon 
state  and  numicipal  governments,  The 
people  of  the  country  should  be  guar- 
anteed uniformity  iu  rights  and  privi- 
leges so  far  as  it  i>  ])Ossible  for  political 
control  to  make  them.  It  is  possible, 
llo^\■ever,  lo  guarantee  ee|ual  protection 
to  all  legitimate  occupations,  to  provide 
for  uniform  taxation,  and  to  prevent 
di.scrimiuating  impositions  on  any  class. 
It  is  unjust,  for  instance,  tliat  an  im- 
porter should  pa\'  more  taxes  on  his 
business  in  vSao  Paulo  tlian  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  or  that  certain  imported  goods 
should  be  taxed  one  rale  in  Bahia  and 
double  that  rate  in  Pernambuco-  Latel\' 
a  qnoslion  has  ari.seu  in  this  city  over  the 
classificatiou  of  a  certain  class  of  goods, 
a  few  confereutes  having  changed  the 
classification  and  imposed  a  rale  of  duty 
not  contemplated  in  the  law.  The  im- 
porters ])oint  to  the  old  classification  of 
the  goods,  and  to  the  deci-siou  of  the 
commission  appointed  to  recommend 
c|uuiges  in  the  tariff.  On  the  other 
side,  the  conferentcs  have  nothing  but 
their  own  opinions  to  show,  and  as  ihey 
are  all  powerful  in  the  custom-house 
they  have  thus  far  had  their  own  wav. 
The  Miierchants,  backed  by  the  Asso- 
ciat^ao  Commercial,  have  now  appealed 
to  the  minister  of  finance,  who  will  of 
course  decide  as  may  suit  bis  con- 
venience. In  our  opinion,  the  greatest 
care  should  be  taken  lo  divest  confer- 
eutes of  the  power  of  changing  classifi- 
cations, or  of  im]>o.sing  rules  and 
conditions.  In  the  first  jiiace  the  laws 
and  regulations  sliould  be  made  clear 
and  explicit,  lu  tlie  second  place, 
disputed  points  .should  be  referred  at 
once  to  the  inspector.  And.  in  the 
third  place,  importers  should  Imve 
recourse  to  tliu  courts  to  test  official 
iiiterpretalious  of  ilic  law.  or  the  ju.stice 
of  any  offieial  imposition.  Au  appeal 
to  the  courts  shotdd  be  open  to  every 
man,  even  against  the  highest  authoritv- 
In  the  present  case  the  importers  are 
clearly  iu  the  right,  but  thev  have  no 
recour.se  against  au  arbitrary 'and  illegal 
ruling  l)ut  that  of  an  appeal  to  the 
beuevokut  consideration  of  a  minister 
who  can  have  no  personal  knowledge  of 
tlie  subject. 


Ti!H  violent  controversy  which  has 
arisen  iu  France  over  the  pro;x)sed 
revision  of  the  Dreyfus  case  is  quite 
iucomprL-hensilde  lo  the  Anglo-Saxon 
mind.  The  first  trial  was  certainly  not 
in  accordance  with  our  itlea.s  of  justice 
and  fairness,  for  there  was  altogether 
too  much  secrecy  and  my.stt-rv  about  it, 
and  the  sentence  seemed  to' be  out  of 
proportion  to  the  gravity  of  tlie  crime. 
And  now,  \i'lien  meiul.>crs  of  the  pris- 
oner's family  have  brought  forward 
new  evidence  and  have  asked  for  a  re- 
hearing,   the  government    falls  into  a 
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pnssion  and  denies  tlie  ]xtllion  even 
before  considering  the  evidence,  and 
tlie  military  caste  jirotests  against  any 
fnrthcr  consideration  of  tl)C  case  and 
tries  to  make  (lie  pnljlic  believe  that  tlie 
army  has  been  attacked  and  insidted. 
And  then  the  newsiiapers  join  in,  and 
the  students,  and  the  shoii-boys,  and  tlic 
rabble,  tmtil  all  France  rings  with  their 
noisy  wranKln'K.  -'^nd  not  the  least 
amti'sinR  part  of  it  is  that  the  qnarrel 
has  dcKeneraled  into  one  of  races,  the 
friends  of  Dreyfus  being  denonnced  as 
jews  and  even  being  ,assaHlte(l  in  the 
streets  for  simply  asking  for  jusliec. 
As  was  predetermined,  the  military 
court  decided  against  a  new  trial,  and 
then  the ',  romancist  Zola  entered  the 
arena  with  so  sweeping  a  denunciation 
of  this  decision,  that  the  government 
felt  itself  compelled  to  prosecute  hinr 
■riien  the  clamor  began  against  Zola, 
and  again  against  the  Jews,  The  trial 
is  now  on,  and  as  Zola  is  defended  by 
one  of  the  ablest  advocates  in  France, 
Maitre  I.abori,  and  as  he  is  using  the 
exidencc  rejcc'cd  by  the  nnlitary  court 
to  juslifv  Ins  denunciation,  the  public 
is  nimpclled  to  give  some  slight  atten- 
tion. It  woidd  have  been  better  had 
Uie  gow'vmncnt  frankly  considered  the 
new  evidence  at  the  ont.set,  and  cheer- 
fnlly  afforded  evcr>-  facility  for  proving 
the'prisoner's  innocence.  A  govern- 
ment has  no  right  to  be  vimlictive  ;  on 
the  contrary,  it  is  the  duty  of  its  cxccu- 
live  and  its  coin'ts  to  protect  men  froai 
unjust  coiuleniuation.  As  for  the  part 
plaved  bv  the  military  class,  it  has  lieen

—  Tiie  Steamer  Itapcva,  which  the  govern- 
■  ■  ■  meiit  has  purcliased  from  Messrs,  Lage  Irmaos, 

has  been  re-christened  Commandanle  Freitas. 
—The  third  trial  of  the  machinery  of  the 
old  cruiser  Primeifo  de  Mario,  a  few  days 
since,  resulted  in  the  astonishing  speed  of 
■three  miles  an  hour,  or  one  mile  in  three 
hours,  we  are  not  certain  which.  Every  lime 
her  machinery  is  overhauled,  her  speed  de- 
creases. The  next  lime,  there  will  probably 
be  a  smash  up. 

—  The  four  masted  barkeiiline  Josephine, 
which  left  this  port  last  November  for  Kalli- 
more,  returned  here  last  week,  with  a  story  of 
a  fast  passage  which  shipping  men  say  is  a 
record  breaker.  The  trip  from  Rio  to  Balti- 
more, was  made  in  twenty  three  davs,  thus 
brating  by  three  days  the  best  time  previously 
made  between  the  same  ports. 

—  t\\^  Montevideo  Tit/ies  Ra.ys -.^  II.  M.  S. 
J'/ora  is  now  on  her  way  out  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Jielribiition  as  flagship  of  the  South 
Atlantic  squadron  and  should  he  herein  the 
courseofuext  month  (Feb'y.).  The  /Vom 
is  a  more  important  class  of  vessel  than  has 
hitherto  been  sent  on  station  here.  Slie  is  a 
3nd  class  twin  screw  cruiser,  recently  built,  of 
4360  tons  (about  Eooo  tons  larger  than  the 
Rehibittion']  J.  H.  P.  7000,  N.  D.,  qooo  P.  D,, 
loguns.  Captain  Norcock  of  the  Retribution 
recently  promoted  to  the  rank  of  coinniodort^, 
will  sttll  remain  commanding  oflicer  of  the 
squadron,  and  will  hoist  his  commodore's 
pennant,  for  the  first  time,  when  the  Flora 
arrives,  the  change  probably  taking  place  at 
Rio  Janeiro.  The  Flora  will  bring  a  chaplain 
and  a  band. 

—The  Commandante  Freitas,  formerly  the 
steamer  Itapeva,  which  the  government  has 
purchased  for  500  contos,  it  is  said,  from  the 
Companhia  Nacional  de  Navegajao  Costeira, 
was  delivered  over  to  the  navy  department 
last  Wednesday.  Before  the  nauil  officials 
took  charge  of  the  steamer,  a  trial  trip  was 
niade.for  which  invitations  to  the  press  had 
been  issued,  around  the  harbor,  and  Mr. 
Roberto  I.,age,  president  of  the  conipanyi 
expressed  himself  as  being  entirely  satisfied 
that  the  government  was  receiving  a  ship  in 
good  order  in  every  particular.  The  dimen- 
sions of  tlie  Commandante  Freitas 'Are  :  lengtli 
205  feet,  beam  32,  depth  13.6  and  her  displace- 
ment 400  tons.  Although  the  steamer  is  ten 
years  old,  extensive  alterations  have  made 
her  a  practically  new  ship.  She  is  equipped 
tiiroughout  with  electric  appliances,  even  to 
her  side  lights,  and  is  capable  of  eiglit  miles 
an  hour.  She  is  to  be  u.sed  in  the  liglithouse 
service.  During  the  trip  an  elaborate  collation 
was  served.  The  Companhia  Nacional  Nave- 
Sa5ao_ Costeira  was  also  represented  by  Messrs. 
Americo  Lage,  E.  P.  Lobo  and  Joao  Gentil.

I'aiilo.  A  Montevideo  paper  .says  the  sick  can 
t^ke  his  aiiti-toxine  with  perfect  confidence, 
becau.se  the  doctor  tried  several  injections  on 
himself  before  leaving  for  Brazil. 

—  The  preparations  for  carnaval,  owing  to 
the  sensible  precautions  of  (he  police  authori- 
ties, have  been  much  less  noisv  and  vexations. 
Such  an  abuse  as  tliat  of  beating  big  drnm.s 
half  of  the  night  for  a  month  or  six  weeks 
before  carnaval,  should  never  be  perniiLted. 

—A  New  York  telegram  of  the  gLli  an- 
nounces the  assassination  of  Sr.  J.  M.  Ro\'ria 
Barrios,  president  of  Guatemala.  He  was 
elected  president  ill  1S92,  and  had  Iii.s  [i-rni 
extended  for  another  five  years  by  a  decree  of 
the  national  assembly  on  Aiigiust  30,    1897. 

— Six  judges  of  the  supreme  court  are  said
